REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have amended claim 4 and cancelled claims 9,10, and 12, thus, 
overcome the new matter rejections as indicated in Advisory action mailed November 
17, 2004. The instant claims are now in the condition for allowance. 

In Advisory action mailed November 17, 2004, the new matter listed under item 
"(ii)" is for claim 9, the examiner appreciates applicants' effort for correctly identifying the 
new matter under item "(ii)" meant for claim 9 and apologizes for the inadvertent 
typographic error. 

It is noted that in applicants' remarks filed April 15, 2005 indicates the 
cancellation of claims 4-8, however, those claims are still included the list of claims. 
Phone interview was conducted with attorney Stephen Johnson on May 18, and Mr. 
Johnson has indicated that claims 4-8 are not intended to be cancelled. Therefore, 
claims 4-8 are allowed together with the rest of the pending claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
